They swarm through the various 
bureaus and independent agencies.

DALHART, Tex.—A soldier or 
sailor overseas is willing to part 
with the shirt tail off his back to 
get a letter from home. And hun- 
dreds of servicemen from this city 
in the Texas Panhandle are liter­ 
ally parting with them. 
During the past six months shirt 
tails from every branch of service 
— Marine green. Navy whites, blue, 
and workaday denim. Coast Guard 
whites. Army OD. sun-tan, and fa­ 
tigue green—have been pulled out 
of their wearers’ trousers from 
Burma to Boulogne and mailed to 
the desk of Ed Bishop, publisher of 
a Dalhart newspaper. 
The saga of the shirt tails if 
more than a symbol of a Texa* 
hometown’s interest in its boys 
overseas. The story is rapidly be­ 
coming Panhandle legend. 
Tale of the shirt tails began 
when Bishop received a letter from 
one of the hometown boys serving 
ii. the South Pacific. 
"Gee.” the Marine c o r p o r a 
wrote, “I’m sure a long way from 
town out here. I d give the shirt off 
my back for a good, long letter 
from home " 
An Idea Is Bom 
Bishop believed that here was a 
problem his newspaper might try 
to solve. 
How could the paper help boost 
im Tale overseas? And how’, at the 
same time, could attention of the 
homefolks be drawn to writing 
more letters to the sons and hus­ 
bands thousands of lonely miles 
from Texas? 
Bishop then called in his manag­ 
ing editor, Albert Law, and the 
two worked out the idea of their 
weekly letter to servicemen from 
the Texan. With Law doing most 
of the writing, the first letter was 
mailed to hundreds of APO ad­ 
dresses supplied 
by wives and 
sweethearts and families of Dal­ 
hart servicemen. 
The letters were full of the kind 
of small town journal, am that the 
boys wene hungry for; anecdotes, 
personal items about their friends 
and neighbors, thoughtful mention 
of how much the men overseas 
were missed and how everyone in 
Dalhart was working for the day 
when they could come home.

His where­ 
abouts continued to be a m atter 
of speculation. Dr. William Brown, 
director of Oxford univeralty's in­ 
stitute of experimental psychol­ 
ogy and advisor to the British 
government on Hitler's mentality, 
expressed belief that the Reichs- 
fuehrer is mad and probably is 
kept under restraint. He told Inter­ 
national News Service that Hitler 
is “a 
paranoic.” Other reports 
reaching London indicated a Ger­ 
man trium virate composed of Ges­ 
tapo Chief Himmler, Propagandist

Most of hit problems are medi­ 
cal, certainly if we include psy­ 
chology in medicine. 
Some of my women folks who 1 
have just begun to meet the re­ 
turning member of the armed 
forces seem surprised that he is 
to often full of gripes and resent- : 
ments. But it would not have sur­ 
prised Alexander the Great or j 
Hannibal, or Joshua. It is as nat- ; 
ural for a soldier to gripe as it is 
for a pony to buck the first tune 
he gets a bridle. 


Fundamental ( au*e* 
The fundamental causes are 
very much the same in the two 
cases. The soldier is put in an en­ 
tirely new environment. He is 
made to get up in the morning and 
every morning. He la told to go 
thither and he goeth, or else. This 
naturally grinds the independent, 
proud spirit of the free born Amer­ 
ican who has been laying around 
in bed until he dam well pleased 
to get up and went thither only 
under the pressure of hunger or 
love. 
Ths army psychiatrists are do­ 
ing a good job of trying to help 
out the adjustments that must be 
made by deliberately talking over 
the problems with the new in­ 
ductee. The old time theory of the 
hard boiled dr GI sergeant was to 
let ’em gripe: they were going to 
do what he told them anyhow and 
if they griped they griped: it was 
nope of lys business. But the mod­ 
ern idea is that they will make bet­ 
ter soldiers if they see the whole 
situation in prospective. It is not 
an attem pt to soften them but to 
make them reasonable human be­ 
ings. 
The boy who first gets in the 
army ha* been torn away from 
several things precious, or at least 
familiar, to him. There are, of 
course, all kinds of boys. There is 
the boy who want* to run away 
from home either because he is un­ 
happy at home or the adventures 
of the great world make more of 
an appeal to him. The army is a 
great place for such a guy, but he 
is in the minority. 
Mojt of the men in the army are 


either homesick or they have been 
separated from their girl, or they 
have given up a job, or they are 
parted from their friends. They 
know that what they are doing is 
temporary and doe* not fit them 
for life, in short, is a waste of 
precious time. All this is perfectly 
natural and normal. As i« also the 
fear that the thought of the danger 
they are about to encounter has 
on them. 
This leads to resentment. That 
is a short word for a very compli­ 
cated set of emotions. But an emo­ 
tion just the same. In nil of ut 
about half our mental life, at least, 
is emotions. The rest i* in the 
think-box and this, under normal 
circumstances controls the emo­ 
tions and keeps us on an even keel. 
But the soldier’s resentment may 
set him to brooding and the think- 
box is reduced to a very small in­ 
significant part of his life. Sooner 
or later for most of them the 
think-box begins to get strong 
again and resumes its normal 
status. But for some, such adjust­ 
ment never occurs and the emo­ 
tions get in the saddle and thingi 
go haywire. They may take the 
form of dyspepsia, or rapid heart, 
or bowel up*et* and that is why 
they have a medical angle.

Reasons 


Why you should vote “Yes” for the pur­ 
chase of the Water Company by the City at 
the election on December 5, 1944. 


1. 85 percent of the cities and villages in 
the U. S. own and operate their own 
water plants profitably. 105 of the 115 
cities in Ohio own and operate their own 
plants and 5 of the IO who do not own 
are now trying to buy their plants.

6. Surplus profits, which now go to stock­ 
holders and for taxes, will be used by the 
City to provide a better water supply, to 
extend services and to lower rates. 


7. Tile City now pays $7,080.00 per year 
for rental of fire hydrants. An average of 
only 5 hydrants per year are used in 
fighting fires in Circleville. This means 
that each time a hydrant is turned on at 
a fire it costs the city $1,416.00 on the 
average. The Company refuses to reduce 
that rate. 


8. Two-thirds (2-3) of the value of a water 
system consists of cast-iron mains which 
all engineers declare in excellent condi­ 
tion arnd have an indefinite life. Cast-iron 
mains in Versailles, France, are in use 
after 280 years and in good condition. 


9. Profits now going to outside financial 
interests can be used by the City to buy 
the property. The Water Company had 
average gross profits, before taxes, for 
the last four years of $30,394.00 per 
year. This is almost 13 percent profit on 
its original investment. 


10. W hy should citizens of Circleville con­ 
tinue to pay for the water plant and still 
not own it? 


Attend the public meeting Thursday night, November 16, 
1944, at 7:30 p. rn. at the courtroom in the courthouse and 
learn the facts.
